DURANGO LOOTING 
SCENE OF HORROR, 
AMERICAN ASSERTS 


Women Attacked, Foréigners 
Shot, Stores Wrecked, When 
Mexican Rebels Enter Town. 


CLARK CALLS FOR INQUIRY 


Demands That Senate Command 
State Department to Turn Over 
All Data on Situation.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.}— 
The first authentic account of what happened 
when Mexican rebels sacked the city of 
Durango—an illuminating exposition of the 
state of affairs in Mexicd—was laid today 
before Secretary of State Bryan. Substan- 
tially the equivalent of this statement, which 
will be presented to the senate committee 
on foreign relations tomorrow by its writer, 
is given here. 

The statement was written by M. A. Leach 
of San Francisco, who has been for the last 
three years in Chihuahua and Durango, 
Mexico. Having lost everything he owned 
but his clothing in the sacking of Durango, 
of which he was a witness, and not intend- 
ing to go back to Mexico, Mr. Leach has 
found it possible to speak frankly, which 
would not have been the case had he any 
intention of returning to Durango. 


Agrees with Envoy Wilson. 

The contents of Mr. Leach's account of con- 
ditions in Mexico are practically identical 
with hundreds of other similar documents 
which have been received at the state de- 
partment from consuls and Americans in 
Mexico, but which have been withheld from 
members of the house and senate and from 
the public. 

Mr. Leach's statement agrees with those 


revolution in Mexico and that is in ithe state 
of Sonora, and that the rest of the country is 
given up to banditry and looting by bands 
of rebels who find it profitable to maintain 
themselves off the country. 

He maintains that nothing but assistance 
to the Huerta government from the outside 
or intervention will put a stop to the wan- 
ton killing of innocent men, women, and 
children of all nationalities, the attacks on 
young girls, and the tremendous destruc- 
tion of property. 3 


Break Into Saloons. 

“ Living as I have for the last three years 
in the states of Chihuahua and Durango, the 
hotbed of the trouble, I have been forced to 
go through many trying experiences, Mr. 
Leach says. The worst, however, that I 
have seen was what took place at Durango 
after its capture on June 18 by the rebel 
forces under Tomas Urbina and others, num- 
bering some 4,200 so-called Maderistas. 

“No sooner had these men entered the 
city than they began breaking into all the 
saloons, drinking such liquor as they found 
there. After that the looting of the city 
began. Not a single store escaped being 
sacked, and many were burned, entailing a 
loss of more than $5,000,000 gold. 

“ All prisoners from jails and the state 
penitentiary, some 400, were turned loose 
and all criminal and land records burned. 
All houses were entered and looted and 
their inhabitants robbed. Scores of Mexi- 
cans were shot down. From the United 
States consulate I saw Mexicans and for- 
éigners dragged through the streets on the 
end of a lasso. 


Tells of Briton’s Death. 

Rodgers Palmer, an Englishman, was 
Killed because he failed to open a safe, of 
which he did not have the combination. 
Carlos Van Brandis and L. W. Elder, both 
Americans, were seriously wounded by a 
bomb used to force the door of the McDonald 
institute, where many of the foreigners had 
taken refuge. They were then lined up 
againet the wall and threatened with execu- 
tion unless Money and horses and arms and 
ammunition were delivered, which the for- 
eigners were forced to do to save their lives. 

H. W. Stepp, an American civil engineer, 
was shot through the leg because he did not 
have the 500 pesos demanded of him. A. W. 
N Laurilant, an Englishman, was taken out of 
his home, two blocks from Urbina’s head- 
quarters on the plaza, and was stripped, 
beaten, shot, and left for dead. These are 
only a few instances of what I personally 
know took place. 


Attack Women and Girls. 

‘ All three banks were looted. Hundreds 
of women and girls were taken from their 
homes and attacked. It was heartrending 
to hear the screams of anguish. 

„When the loeting first started I went with 
the United States consul, Mr. Hamm, to see 
Gen. Urbina, who was trying to arrange for 
a guard for the consulates and places of 
refuge for foreigners. We sticceeded in 
reaching Urbina, but only after we were 
robbed of all the money we had in our clothes. 
Urbina told us that he could do nothing until 
twenty-four hours had élapsed, as his men 
had been given that length of time to do as 
they desired in the city in payment for their 
services. 

“ Nothing was done to stop the men either 
during the first twenty-four hours or after- 
‘ward. Mr. Graham, the English consul, was 
informed that the Killing of Paimer could not 
be investigated, as it occurred Auring the 
twenty-four hours promised the men for loot.

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BOARD TO PRINT 
SCHOOL SPELLER 


Trustees Put Through Resolu- 
tion While New Members 
Are Being Introduced. 


MRS. YOUNG IS OPPOSED. 


The board of education yesterday took 
action on the spelling book controversy by 
deciding to compile and print its own spellers. 

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, was given authority to proceed with 
the work of compiling the books, which shall 
be prepared under her direction by the teach- 
ing force of the city. 

The action was taken on a report of a spe- 
cial committee, of which Jacob M. Loeb is 
chairman, and deferred two weeks ago. Under 
the head of unfinished business it was slipped 
quietly into the omnibus and adopted without 
a dissenting vote. Truetee Charles A. Peter- 
son, however, declined to vote on the propo- 
sition, giving as a reason that he was en 
gaged in the printing and publishing busi- 
ness. The thrée new trustees, Mrs. Gertrude 
Howe Britton, Mrs. Florence Vosbrink, and 
Dr. Peter Clemensen, all voted for it. 


Mrs. Young Opposed Idea. 

Mrs. Young, who was absent from the meet- 
ing, said at the time she sent in her resigna- 
tion that ghe Was Opposed to the committee's 
report, as she did not believe the board of 
education was formed for the purpose of 
“ envbarking in the publishing bus ness.“ 

Until the books to be compiled by the teach- 


ing force are ready the school principals will, 


be instructed to arrange for the teaching of 
spelling by means of lists of words selected 
from the various text books now in use. 

In the compiling of the books Mrs. Young 


may call in any number of advisers she may 


desire in order that the best possible speller 
may be produced. 

The board will let contracts direct for the 
printing of the books and will place them in 
the hands of pupils at a prlee to cover only 
cost of production and distribution. 


Great Economy Foreseen. 

On the subject of economy the special com- 
mittee’s report read: 

“It is the judgment of this board that the 
expense to ft for spelling books and the ex- 
pense to taxpayers of the city and to parents 
of pupils can be lowered to the minimum pos- 
sible. and thereby to this board, the taxpay- 
ers, and parents be saved thousands of dol- 
lars per annum, by thie board contracting di- 
rectly for the printing of said spelling books 
and placing them in the hands of pupils at 
such prices as will cover all cost to this board, 
instead of continuing thé present system of 
eontracting for the purchase of the printed 
and copyrighted spelling books from some 
publisher and causing both the board and the 
pupils to pay various profits thereon.” 

The expected re#lection of President Peter 
‘Reinberg, Who was reappointed by Mayor 
Harrison, did not materialize by reason of an 
opinion given by R. & Folsom, attorney for 
the board.. He ruled that the president held

office until December and no-election was 


det 


necessary, since the trustee who held the of- 
fice of president was reappointed. 

Trustee John C. Harding grasped the op- 
pertunity of returning the slap given him by 
William A. Vincent, former trustee, who 
charged him recently with opposing Mrs. 
Youne’s policies and of being mixed up in the 
alleged text book graft. In moving the ap- 
pointment of a committee to draft resolu- 
tions on the retirement of former board mem- 
bere Mr. Harding omitted Mr. Vincent's 
name. 

President Reinberg appointed Trustees 
Harding, Sethness, and Warning on this 
committee. Their instructions were to draft 
resolutions only for Alfred R. Urion and Dr. 


| J. B. MeFatrich. 


Books Reduced 7 Per Cent. 

A reduction to pupils of 7 per cent on all 
text books used in the new commercial edu- 
cation course was announced by Trustee 
John J. Sonsteby, chairman of the committee 
on commercial education. On recommenda- 
tion of the committee one of the books se- 
lected for the course was dropped because 
D. @. Heath & Co. refused to reduce the price 
to meet the prices of other publishers. 

“This reduction is one of the best things 
the committee has been able to accomplish,” 
said Trustee Sonsteby. “ We hope to be able 
to carry this reduction to the books used ir 
all the departments of the school system.” 

Mrs. Vosbrink, Mrs. Britton, and Dr. Clem- 
ensen were made members of the school 
management committee. 

No action was taken on the appointment 
of a chief engineer for the board. 


LOUIS E. LAROCQUE DROWNED; 
CORONER CALLS HIM SUICIDE. 


Friends of New Yorker Scout Idea— 
Complained of Headache — Body 
Found at Port Jefferson, L. I. 


New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.J—Louis E. 
Larocque, son of the late Joseph Larocque 
and cross country rider, athlete, and club- 
man, left his chauffeur near Darlings dock 
at Port Jefferson, L. I., early this morning, 
saying he wanted to get fresh salt air to cure 
a headache.” Then he disappeared in the 
darkness. An hour later the chauffeur 
found Larocque’s body floating in the bay. 

Relatives say Larocque must have become 
suddenly ill and fallen into the water. Cor- 
oner Gibson decided after an investigation 
that Larocque committed suicide. 

Larocque was 39 years old and single. He 
inherited $500,000 in trust from his father. 
As he was not engaged in any business, he 
devoted much time to sports and travel. 

Mr. Larocque’s father was one of the most 
famous lawyers in Wall street. When he 
died in 1908 he left an estate valued at about 
$2,500,000 to his five surviving children.

CONCLUDE PEACE 


Delegates of Five Countries at 
Bucharest Formally End 
Hostilities.

CAUSE OF WAR. 


SPOILS 


BUCHAREST, Roumania, Aug. 6.—Peace 
was concluded today at a meeting of the del- 
egates of Servia, Greece, Montenegro, Rou- 
mania and Bulgaria. 

The new frontier as agreed to starts at a 
point on the old frontier west of the Struma 
river, follows the watershed to west of the 
town of Strumnitza, thence runs almost 
through the Struma valley to the Belesh 
mountains, and thence easterly in almost a 
straight line to the Mesta river, thus leaving 
the town of Strumnitza, the port of Lagos, 
and Xanthi to Bulgaria and the port of Kav- 
ala to Greece. The new frontier is a deep 
disappointment to the Bulgarians, who stil! 
nurse hopes for its eventual! revision by te 
powers. 


Disband Armies Soon. 

It is believed that an agreement for the 
demobilization of the various armies wil! be 
signed tomorrow. The news that peace had 
been arranged caused great rejoicing here. 

The war between the Balkan allies who 
had fought shoulder to shoulder against Tur- 
On that date the Ser- 
vian minister of the interior declared that 
Servia was at war with Bulgaria. On the 
same day Greece aiso announced that a state 
of war existed; but did not make a formal 
deciaration. Roumanm declared war on 
July 10. 

Fought Over Spoils, 

The trouble between the allies arose from 
the difficulty of dividing the territory cap- 
tured by them from Turkey. Severe fighting 
followed, and many thousands of men were 
killed or wounded. Soon after the beginning 
of hostilities numerous massacres and actg 
of pillage were reported to have been com- 
mitted by the various armies. 


BRYAN PLEA IS VAIN. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special.}—~ 
Secretary of State Bryan today made public 
the substance of the note addressed by him 
to each one of the Balkan states, suggest- 


ing that in the settlement of the Balkan 


situation provision be made for the equal’ 
treatment of all inhabitants of those terri. 
tories, irrespective of creed. 

The American suggestion met with a severe 
rebuff at the hands of the Balkan repre- 
sentatives at Bucharest. The president of 
the council announced that he considered the 
suggestion superfluous, inasmuch as the ex- 
isting law of each of the five Balkan states 
makes exactly the kind of provision which is 
suggested. 

Mr. Bryan's step was taken at the request 
of Americans Jews, who have been conduct- 
ing an agitation regarding the treatment ac- 
corded Jews in Roumania. 

While Roumania does guarantee to all its 
citizens equal rights, it evades the pledge

The association 
decided the letters were courteous and busi- 
ness like and not deserving of the reply in 
which the state’s attorney called Mr. Lyle a 
“ coward,” “ ll aca eo and “ unlawe- 
yerlike.”’ 


Resolution Supports Lyle. 

H. E. Kershaw, secretary of the Engle 
wood Commercial association, made the fol- 
lowing public statement last night: 

The following resolution was unan- 
imously passed by the Englewood Com- 
mercial association at its weekly dinner 
and meeting today at the.Englewood 
Men’s club: = 

Resolved, That the secretary be in- 
structed to draft a resolution indorsing 
John H. Lyle, attorney for the Engle- 
wood Law and Order league, in his action 
in the cases which have been neglected 
by State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne.”’

Lyle Talks to Business Men. 

Charles F. Manahan, president of the 
Englewood Commercial association, laid the 
matter of the Hoyne laxity before the busi- 
ness men when he introduced Mr. Lyle.

INDICTS SEVERAL 


True Bills to Be Returned 25 
Judge Cooper Today; Exact 
* umber Not Given Out. 


FOUR FROM TWENTIETH? 


Hoyne Said to Have Been Given 
45 Ballots by Fixers; One 
Perjurer Indicted. 


‘Frauds committed in the interest of Maclay 
Hoyne, Peter Bartzen, ‘‘ Tony ” Cermak, and 
other successful Hearst-Harrison slate can- 
didates in Cook county last November re- 
sulted yesterday in the special grand jury 
voting true bills which will be returned to 


| Judge W. F. Cooper today. 


The absence of. the fudge from the city 
prevented the indictments being reported 
| yesterday as was expected. Special State’s 
Attorney John B. Northup declined to say 
how many men were involved in the second 
lot of true bills It is reported, however, 
‘that four will be named from Twentieth 
ward precincts. Their names will not be 
revealed until arrests are made. 

Hoyne is said to have been given forty- 
five illegal votes by the ballot fixers. The 
other H-H candidates benefited in the same 
proportion. A Socialist watcher is reported 
to have given the jury the lead through 
which it is said to have obtained absolute 
evidence of falsified tally sheets. 


Indictments for Perjury. 

Several men known to have been con- 
nected with the vote tampering perjured 
themselves before the grand jury, it is 
said, and they probably will be forced to 
defend this testimony in court. At least one 
of the indictments voted is said to have been 
for perjury. | 

The jury this morning will take up an in- 
vestigation of alleged frauds in the Sixth 
precinct of the Twelfth ward. In this pre- 
cinct Hoyne, Cermak, 
are said to have been favored by the manip- 
ulators. 

The recount showed only 337 votes were 
cast. The tally sheets disclosed 376 had 
been credited to various candidates. Hoyne, 
it is charged, got 84 more votes than he was 
entitled to and, Bartzen and Cermak a 
smaller number. 


Cunnea Votes Counted for Hoyne. 
Seventeen ballots showed that the square 
opposite Hoyne’s name had been marked 


with a cross, although the voter had put a 


cross before the name of William A. Cunnea, 
Socialist candidate for states attorney. 
These votes are said to be counted for Hoyne 
and not for Cunnea. 

Examination also has shown, it is asserted, 
that eleven votes were falsified for Hoyne 
and an equal number for Cermak. The ballot 
box only revealed 64 straight Democratic 
votes, yet the tally sheets disclosed that 94 
had been counted. There also were 53 ballots 
that had been altered for Hoyne and other 
favored the H.-H. candidates. This work wag 
done in ink, apparently with a fountain pen. 


Tamperers Grew Careless, 

So careless were the vote tamperers that 
in several instances two kinds of ink are said 
to have been used in changing a single ballot. 

Mr. Northup intimated the investigation 
had so far. progressed that indictments now 
will be returned regularly. During the latter 
part of the month the jurors probably will 
be permitted to take a two weeks’ vacation, 
after which they will resume the fraud in- 
quiry that may run into the winter months. 

Testimony go far adduced is said to have 
convinced the jury that there was not only 
coliusion In the polling places but that nearly 
every fraudulent method was resorted to to 
elect, certain batch of candidates irre- 
spective of the will expressed by legal voters.

10 BLOCK TAX REFERENDUM, 


Henry’ County, 0. Auditor Tells of 
scheme to steal Petitions—High 
State Officials Face Trouble. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—Through 
a confession made tonight by County Auditor 
Charles Prestein that he had conferred with 
C. C. Meekison, auditor of Henry county, con- 
cerning a plot to burglarize the offices of the 
Ohio Equity association in the Leader build- 
ing here arid steal tax law referend wm peti- 
tions in an effort to block an election by 
which the people were to pase on the laws, 
detectives expect to bare a political scandal 
which will involve high state officials and 
officers of the Democratic state organization. 

Meekison was arrested on Monday on the 
charge of attempted burglary. It was al- 
leged that he and three others broke open 
the Equity association's office door, seeking 
the referendum petitions. They were fright- 
ened away, according to detectives, before 
they could get the petitions. 

After his arrest Meekison, who was re- 
leased on bond, consulted with Prestein. To- 
night Prestein confessed that he had known 
of the burglary plot and had been requested 
by Meekison to obtain yeggs to do the job, 
but had refused to have anything. to. do 
with it. 

Meekison and Prestein expected to be ap- 
pointed tax commissioners, if the tax laws 
remained on the statute books. The Equity 
association sought a referendum on the laws

In spite of the complete exculpation of 
Mr. David G. Maxwell, and a public tribute 
to his character of which any man might be 
proud, his experience must be recognized 
as one of the most shocking an honorable 
man can experience.

But forensically, in the 
interest of justice, it. must be given little 
weight. On the contrary, the child witness 
is especially to be doubted, for children have 
little or no sense of the consequences to 
others of false witness; they are observant, 
but not yet trained by experience to discrim- 
inate, and, worst of all, they are natural ro- 
mancers. 

The children involved in the Maxwell 
ease should be put under surveillance, es pe- 
cially the two complainants, who seem to be 
fit subjects for the Juvenile court. 

The possibility of a blackmail plot also 
should be run down with every resource of 
the police.

REPLT. 

Consumption is curable. After being cured it 
may come beck.

of independence. The town of Shirley, near 
Groton in Massachusetts, was named after 
him. ~

Menace to City’s Morals. 


ace to the city’s morals by Prof. 
Hoben of the University of N 
a lecture on “Moral Problems of the 
Street” yesterday at Haskell hall, on the 
campus. Prof. Hoben told the divinity stu- 
dents that women were likely to be harmful 
today in the degree to which they followed the 
advice of the most advanced’ dressmakers 

“According to the present mode, for any 
woman to be well dressed would be to be meas- 
urably harmful,” Prof. Hoben declared. “The 
women have diverted the attention of men from 
their faces to their forms, The tendency is to 
distract attention from their countenances to 
the parts of their form which emphasize sex. 
This is distinctly unfortunate. 

“I deem it a grave offense for women to 
increase the temptations of young men living 
under the strain of city life. They should not 
follow the dressmakers who insist on these 
styles. They can do a great deal to decrease 
this sex suggestion. Women often regard the 
street as a stage on which to display their 
charms. 

“Scholars have no united opinion as to where 
We get the word ‘street.’ It may be derived 
either from ‘stray’ or from ‘strew,’ with ob- 
vious application. It is most significant so- 
cially that the street is, like Boston, a state 
of mind — the common denominator of the 
city’s Hf. The street is the parlor and the 
1 of a great majority of the popula- 

on, 

“Many regard it as the place to parade. The 
street makes people in their ordinary conduct 
different from what they would be in a state 
of isolation. 

“The city has neglected to care for its peo- 
ple after the manner of a good host. We need 
comfort stations, more rest spots, and more 
small playgrounds along the streets. Let those 
streets which accommodate the most people 
have the most care.”

Economical Use of Gas. 

The fireless cooker has often and rightly 
been extolled as a large factor in the re- 
duction of fuel bills, but in the many hundreds 
of homes where it is still an unknown or un- 
tried contrivance there are still several things 
neglected by. the average housekeeper who 
desires to avoid excessive gas bills. 

Living in a town where gas is expensive 
($1.75 per thousand feet), I have systemati- 
cally reduced my bill over one-third by the 
proper adjustment of the infiow of air into 
the burners, the use of the simmering burner 
and the small oven, and burning gas only 
when it ig actually needed. Few women 
understand that a roaring, widely spread 
flame, caused by the admittance of too much 
air into a burner, dissipates heat and wastes 
fuel. An intelligent plumber or gas fitter can 
in a few minutes regulate this properly, and 
show one how to adjust it thereafter. The 


use of the simmering burner is not 737 ada 


understood by most cooks, It is a well known 
fact that in slow boiling the temperature is 
just as great as in rapid boiling. One may 
boil potatoes just as speedily and well in 
Water that is “just boiling” as in that which 
is boiling furiously over a large burner. 

In the case of many of the tougher cuts of 
meat, cooked with the simmering burner 
turned so low as not even to cause it to boil, 
the resulting tenderness is much to be de- 
sired. The tough connective tissue is gradu- 
ally dissolved and the meat is made tender, in- 
stead of being hardened by the more intense 
heat. All dried fruits and vegetables are bet- 
ter if cooked with a long, slow heat,” which 
softens their dried and hardened fibers. Water 
has to be added only occasionally, and the 
danger of scorching is eliminated, 

For the family of small or medium size the 
use of the gas range oven is waste of fuel, 
except on special baking days. A small oven 
that s- over a burner on top of the stove 

akes excellently, and is both convenient 
and economical. The difference in the amount 
of ‘fuel consumed is considerable. Another 
way of saving gas is to burn it only when 
it is actually needed. How many women light, 
a burner, cross the kitchen, finish preparing 
something, and then bring it to be cooked, 
or when an article is cooked, take it off the 
stove and then in a minute, or perhaps two 
or three, shut off the burner? There may 
be those who think that the amount thus 
saved is trifling, but in a year it means dol- 
lars, which are worth more to one's family 
than to the gas company. E. S. W. 


Little . Count. 


Young people nowadays do not seem to 
wish to economize in the little things They 
buy expensive meats and foods and clothes 
and are needlessly extravagant. I am a busi- 
ness woman, downtown every day, but I love a 
home and all that it means, and I manage to 
have it, although I have to make many sacri- 
fices in order to do so, 

First of all, I am not afraid to practice many 
little economies that might mot appeal to 
everybody, but which help to keep down the 
bills and make for a happy, comfortable ex- 
istence. I have more or less company, as I 
love to entertain at cozy little suppers and 
teas, but I do not attempt anything elaborate, 
just good food, well cooked and  daintily 
served. I never throw anything away. I buy 
carefully, and if anything is left over I try 
to make use of it in some way. For instance, 
if there is dry bread left I make it into 
French toast, which is really more appetizing 
made from stale than from fresh bread, and 
there are many other ways of using it up 
besides making the despised B. P., although 
many of my friends like my bread pudding. 


With raisins, an egg beaten up, half a pint ot 


milk, flavoring, and the addition of a spoon- 
ful of maple sirup it is a delicious dish, and 
if you wish to make it extra attractive put

a méringe on top. Just before putting in 


the oven I usually put a few preserves or a 
spoonful df jelly on the top. The bread crumbs 
I keep, too, in a closed glass jar, and use 
— breading veal or rolling anything to 
ry. : 

I save all drippings and use for frying, in- 
stead of lard or butter. The bones from 
chicken or steaks or chops I put in a soup 
Kettle and boil with a handful of rice, a little 
tomato, a pinch of celery salt, or kitchen bou- 
quet. With a teaspoon of vinegar, a pinch of 
sugar, a little paprika, and otner condiments 
you have a delicious soup. Make croutons 
out of your dried toast left over from break- 
fast, instead of soda crackers, and you've 
disposed of other left overs. A small amount 
of asparagus or peas or any vegetable I put 
in omelets. 

A fireless cooker and a meat grinder help 
keep down expenses. With the former you 
Save time and gas, and the latter helps use 
up leftever meats and other edibles for hash, 
crouquets, and other tasty dishes. I never 
throw matches away when used, but keep 
them in a box on the kitchen stove, and when 
there is one burner going light another with 
the used match. When using the oven for 
baked apples or baked beans or a pie I try 
to get the rest of the dinner cooked in the 
oven, too, so as to use as little gas as pos- 
sible. I save all papers and my olive oil and 
vinegar bottles and sell to an “old clothes” 
man. The pennies go into a saving bank. 

I consider table cloths and napkins a need- 
less extravagance, so I use pretty natural 
linen doilies, large square ones for the plates 
and smaller dishes, and only use a table cloth 
on rare occasions. 

I learned how to put up jellies and pre- 
serves from the farmers’ bulletins published in 
Washington, and sent out on application by 
writing the congressman of your district. Last 
summer the young woman with whom I share 
the apartment went halves on the fruit, spices, 
sugar, gas, glass jars, etc., and we put up our 
own preserves and jellies, which cost us much 
less than the bought kind. We did this on 
Saturday afternoons. Jellies do not take much 
time,. and we thought it great fun to do it. 
We buy our potatoes and eggs and meats to- 
gether, so we never have an oversupply.

IT am a young housekeeper and do all my 
own work except sewing. I could always do 
good plain sewing, but not good enough to 
do my own fitting. When it came to paying 
from $8 to $10 for the making of a nice dress 
and from $1.75 to $2 for a simple house dress, 
I resolved to solve the problem some way. I 
have finally managed to do away with my 
dressmaking bill almost entirely: I made a bar- 
gain with my dressmaker to go to her shop 
and sew three or four afternoons a week 
when I have sewing to be done. She is glad 
to have me, and it is certainly a pleasure for 
me to go. when I think of the item I am sav- 
ing. I plan my housework accordingly, and 
am always home in time to get my evening din- 
ner or supper, whichever it happens to be.

When I was only 12 years old I had to do 


‘most of the shopping for eight people—six 


children, my father, and stepmother, who was 
deaf, so as I was the oldest the brunt of the 
shopping fell on nie, but it taught me how to 
make money go the farthest. 

We have $56 a month to do everything with 
three in the family. I do all my own sewing 
for myself and little girl;, sometimes make, 
and always trim, my own hats. . 

I do my own baking, washing, and ironing. 
I use the same fire to bake bread as I iron 
with. When I want a pie or cake and am 
not using the range, I bake it in the heater 
where the ash pan goes. I buy apples, pota- 
toes, onions, and cabbage from the farmers, 
do all our own canning when fruit and vege- 
tables are in season and cheap. When I buy 
celery I take the hearts for the table, can the 
outside, and dry the leaves to make celery 
salt, so little is wasted. I buy sugar by the 
sack, also flour, and buy where they are 
cheapest. Butter I buy in a ten pound crock, 
as I find it lasts longer than to buy in pound 
bricks. When sales are going on in the winter 
I buy enough stuff to last the year and make 
it up in spare time before hot weather comes 
to have all my sewing done by then.

Diseuss “Invasion,” 


DEMAND PROPERTY LIST. 


If Black Men Are Revealed as 
Purchasers Means of Ousting 
Will Be Considered. 


Residents of the west side of Wilmette are 
to hold a masemeeting in the village library 
on Saturday night to take up their campaign 
against the negro invasion that they fear. 
The village trustees are now considering their 
complaint, disguised ae a protest against 


“ insanitary conditions in one of thé houses: 


occupied by two negro families. 

“We want to find out who is selling prop- 
erty to negroes,” said Joseph Steiner, leader 
in the agitation. “ When we do we're going 
to arouse sentiment against that man and 
made it unpleasant for him.” 

None of the other north shore suburbe ex- 
hibits any worry. Evanston has a large negro 
colony, and it is fear that a similar colony will 
ring up in the village to the north that is 
causing trouble 

Calls Uproar Exaggerated. 

Herbert C. Ames, chairman of the Wil- 
mette trustees’ committee intrustéd with 
the investigation, believes its importance ex- 
aggerated. 

„There is no cause for so much uproar,” 
he said. There are no negroes here except 
those employed in the various households, 
and none of these is in danger of being driven 
out. All live in the servants’ quarters of 
their places of employment and they do not 
constitute a menace. The protest against a 
possible insanitary condition is fair. and ‘f 
we find such conditions existing we shall 
remedy them.” 

But the “insanitary’’ complaint was 
adopted by the west side only because of a 
desire to conceal the principal issue. The 100 
children of the neighborhood who paraded 
through the streets and sought to enter the 


village hall, where nearly as many women 
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idea of closing the village to negro residents. 
The petition circulated.on the west side called 
attention to the acquisition of property by 
Chicago negroes.

It is expected Mr. Barker 
will be invited to the meeting Saturday night 
and asked to explain what guarantee he has 
that the village will remain white.

Emery Takes the Stand. 

Before the senate committee this morning 
Mr. Emery took the stand for the first time, 

He testified he had been national coun, 
sel for the manufacturers since 1907 and for 
the National Council for Industrial Defense 
since 1908. The council, he explained, was 
the natural outgrowth of the desire of em- 
ployers of labor to-form some national or- 
ganization that might be able to do for 
them what the united labor organizations 
wished to do for labor. Broadly speaking, he 
sald, the main idea was to fight f6-> the “ open 
shop" instead of the unionized shop, for 
which labor contended. 

Emery testified that in August, 1907, at 
the suggestion of James W. Van Cleave, then 
president of the Manufacturers’ association, 
representatives of fourteen employing as- 
sociations met in New York and laid plans 
that resulted in the formation of the Council 
. Industrial Defense. 

Attorney McCarter for the N. A. M. an- 
nounced to the committee he intended to 
show that the National Associati“ of Man- 
ufacturers had only been opposing the work 
of the American Federation of Labor, “ tak. 
ing the opposite view on most subjects of 
legislation.

SLAIN MAN “LOST”; 
INQUEST DELAYED 


Police Hunt Morgue and Poli- 
clinic Hospital; Give Up; 
Get a Tip. 


OVERLOOK LEGAL. POINT. 


After two peculiar developments had 
evolved from the inquiry into the cause of 
death of Henry Gronimus yesterday a third 
suddenly necessitated a postponement of the 
inquest. 

Gronimus, who was a photographer, was 
killed on July 31 by E. J. Duprey. The pho- 
tographer had just been acquitted of the 
tharge of attacking Duprey’s little daugh- 
ter. The father, convinced the state's at- 
torney had given the case a totally inade- 
quate presentation to the jury, took the law 
into his own hands. The first two develop- 
ments of the inquest were: 

Attendants at Policlinic hospital, where 
Gronimus died, had refused both the po- 
lice and the relatives acoess to the dead 
man. 

All witnesses summoned were favorable 
to Gronimus’ side, and neither Mra. Du- 
prey nor any of her friends had been 
asked to testify. 

Fail to Have Body Identified. 

The third development came after the firss 
two had been brought out by the coroner, 
It was found that whoever prepared the list 
of witnesses for the coroner had neglected to 
call a single person prepared to swear the 
body turned over to the coroner was that of 
Gronimus. 

Two witnesses had testified Gronimus 
with his last breath had said the charge he 
attacked the Duprey girl was a frameup.“ 
One of these witnesses was Paul G. Dunn, 
landlord of the house at 412 West Chicago 
avenue, where Gronimus lived.

Where does the money contributed to 
the support of these organizations come 
from?

This big total includes all charitable work 
through hospitals and societies. 

The investigation will be under the aus- 
pices of the general committee for the study 
of philanthropy, of which Dr. Charies Rich- 
mond Henderson of the University of Chi- 
cago is chairman. 


Charity Experts to Meet. 

A meeting of the committee was held in 
the rooms of the Chicago School of Civics 
and Philatithropy, at 116 south Michigan 
avenue. Representatives from the principal 
charity organizations of the city were pres 
ent. The executive committee was directed 
to call a meeting for an early date, at which 
every expert on social work and every super- 
intendent of each of the charities indorsed 
by the subscription committee of the Asso<- 
ciation of Commerce will be represented. 

The public will be invited to give its opinion 
whether or not the money intended for charte 
table work should come from individuals, 
from county appropriation, from state ap- 
propriation, from the school fund, or from 
general subscriptions, 

Interest in the inquiry will be stimulated 
in the women's clubs, trade unions, men’s 
clubs, churches arid bible classes, church so- 
cieties, the T. M. C, A. and F. W. C. A., parlor 
meetings, schools, and fraternal societies,

“The scope of this work,” said Dr. Fen- 
derson, will be greater, more comprehensive 
than any other ever taken up publicly in 
Chicago, Every individual will be expected 
to familiarize himself with conditions and 
help in whatever remedies there are to be 
made.

Stops were made at Bos- 
ton, Montreal, Quebec, Put-in-Bay, Detroit, and 
other points. The last stop before reaching Chi- 
cago was St. Joe, and the run from the Michigan 
resort was made in the fast time of five hours.
